During the past three years while conducting a survey of the 
Mallophaga of New England birds, several other ectoparasites 
were found. All of these were collected in the state of New 
Hampshire by the author except where noted.

HIPPOBOSCIDAE 
Ornithoica vicina (Walker) 


This was the most commonly found louse-fly, and the one 
found in greatest numbers on a single host.
